WATER CONTINUES TO RISE 


And is Now at the Greatest Height Since 
1617—People Forced by Police to 
Abandon Threatened Houses 


Paris, Jan. 27.—The height of the 
waters this morning exceeded all re- 
cords back to 1617 and up to twelve 
o'clock the river continued to rise 
at the rate of three-quatrers of an inch 
an hour, Tope was’ given to the 
local authorities by an early report 
that the Seine: was stationary at. its 
upper reaches. At Melun, Nogent and 
Bray, the maximum flood was reached 
during the night. On the other hand, 
the River Marne was reported as still 
rising and a new and higher flood was 
racing down the Yonne and Grand 
Morin. Perhaps the most alarming 
feature of the situation in the morn- 
ing was a fissure at Auteuil viaduct 
at the foot of Paris. ‘The valley of 
the Seine now. presents a terrifying 
spectacle. The flood is miles wide for 
25 miles above, and a raging torrent 
runs through the narrow gut of the 
city at the rate of 25 miles an hour, 
It is flush with the parapets of the 
bridges, where it is not actually over- 
flowing them,: turning the streets into 
muddy lagoons and choking the un- 
derground workings of the city to the 
bursting point. There are 700 miles of 
sewers and two rivers under Paris, 
One of the latter is running under the 
opera house, whose confining walls are 
subjected to the pressure of thousands 
of cubic yards of water..Wherever a 
break in the masonry occurs, the 
streets cave in and the water refuses 
to emerge. Thus dozens of places a 
mile beck from the river streets are 
flooded and the walls of adjoining 
buildings have been rendered unsafe. 
In many instancés, the police have 
forced the tenants to abandon their 
threatened homes. 

An Official Statement. 

Paris, Jan. 27.—M. vain of the 
municipal council of the Sixteenth 
ward, which has been most injured 
by the floods, told the International 
News Service correspondent yester- 
day that unless the Moods go down 
by today, Paris will be virtually in 
the same condition as during the 
siege. No food is coming in to feed 
the enormous population. ‘The vege: 
table gardens for miles around Paris 
are under water. ‘Trains from the 
southeast, west and north are unable 
to transfer freight, and the central 
markets have less than one-third of 
ihe usual supply, In addition to this, 
on account of the impossibility of get- 
ling flour into Paris, the price of 
bread is going up. 

Yesterday afternoon the ‘municipal: 
council ‘held a meeting and asked iM. 
De Selves to take measures to .pre- 
vent the provision dealers from taking 
advantage of the, situation, and. rais- 
ing the prices of necessaries of life. 
They urged that if necessary the gov- 
ernment should take charge of the 
distribution of food now on hand. 

What adds tothe suffering and fear 
of famine is the inrush of thousands 
from the flooded suburbs and outlying 
districts of Paris. 

Homeless, moneyless and foodiless, 
they are pouring into the city for 
relief. The civic authorities are now 
giving a dollar tO each family ‘driven 
from home ‘by the flood, but this 
small daily allowancce is not suffi- 
cient to meet the wants of the home- 
Jess and starving. 

An extraordinary meeting — of the 
cabinet was ‘held ‘yesterday afternoon 
at which relief measures were discus- 
sed. Refuge shelters and ‘hospitals on 
a wholesale scale’ will be established. 
Soldiers and policemen are dripping 
in their tracks from exhaustion, caus- 
ed by excessive work. 

Irarge funds are being raised for 
general relief. 

Poor and richare suffering alike as 
the most aristocratic quarters are 
flooded equally with the slums. Al- 
ways the melting snow and rainfalls 
and the tributary streams added their 
floods to the swollen ‘Seine, which 
continues rising nearer and nearer the 
tops of the retaining walls.

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WILL INCREASE 
BRICK OUTPUT 


Acme Brick Co, Making $12,000 
Extensions to Their Large 
Plant 


The Acme Brick Co., established 
last year, on a valuable clay property 
on the St. Albert road, finds its out- 
put increasing so rapidly that exten- 
sions are now under way in prepara- 
tion for the coming building season. 

Since beginning operations the plant 
has been turning out between 35,000 
and 40,cco brick per day. ‘The clay 
is practically inexhaustible and the 
mixer and moulder can handle many 
thousand) more. brick per day, but

months of last year the “drier” was 
filled to capacity and thousands were 
sun-dried before being placed in the 
burning kilns. 

The company placed an order yes- 
terday for an additional 100 horse- 
power boiler and will begin at once 
to make an extension to the drying 
capacity. The additions to the plant 
will increase the output from 12,000 to 
16,000 brick per day, and will incur an 
expenditure of about $12,000.

Wire com- 
munications as well as railway trans- 
portation to points surrounding the 
city has been cut off and it is im- 
possible to learn the extent of the 
damage in the flooded villages. Squads 
of relicf workers have been dispatched 
to nearby places from this city. 

Comet Blamed. 

Naples, Jan. 27—Damage done by 
the storm increases. Many roads al- 
ong the sea front are under water 
and the country at these points is de- 
vastated. Wreckage thrown up by 
the tide proves that many small boats 
have been lost. The superstitious at- 
tribute their affliction to the recent 
appearance of a new comet. They 
regard it as a divine punishment and 
today churches were filled. with per- 
sons who were praying fervently for 
the passing of the evil.

3 and the Laborites and Nationalists 
2 each. This makes the position of 
the parties this afternoon as follows: 
Liberals, 249; Irish Nationalists, 76; 
Laborites, 40; Unionists, 258. 

The Unionists from today’s returns 
place three gains to their credit and 
the Liberals one, making a net Union- 
ist gain to date of an even ‘hun- 
dred. 

(In the above 623 seats out of a 
total of 670 are accounted for.

New, York, Jan. 22—Hamilton Fish 
Jr., whose departure from ‘Harvard 
University last month, afier he had 
been defeated for the office of first 
marshal) for class day, was a source 
of wide comment, has gone to work 
as tutor for the son of Thomas B. 
Watson, a New York stock broker. 

Fish secured this job through his 
application to the Harvard employ- 
ment office, where students apply for 
all kinds of work, from tending fur- 
naces up to tutoring. Fish’s applica- 
tion, like that of the poorest stu- 
dent of the university was received 
and acted upon. It happened that the 
management of the employment office 
was ‘looking for a student suitable 
to tutor young Watson. “Ham” Fish 
captain of ithe varsity football team, 
all-round athlete and also a student 
of high standing was promptly given 
the tutorship. , 


Mathewson began his athletic career 
at Bucknell College in Pennsylvania, 
First he was a football player,—and a 
corker at that. ‘They still talk at West 
Point about a 45-yard field goal that 
Matty kicked in a Bucknell-West 
Point game. In one game against 
Pennsylvania he kicked two field goals 
and in that day the rules did not fav- 
or the art of kicking as they do now. 
A curious thing about Matty’s kicking 
was the fact that he could score with 
either foot. 

After wearing the football laurels 
for a while, Matty began pitching on 
his college team. He was a success 
at once, There never was a greater 
college pitcher, When he was through 
with his course of study professional 
clubs in the minor leagues began bid- 
ding for his services. Matty thought 
for a while. First ‘he signed up with 
a little league team in Massachusetts. 
They did not like Matty’s pitching up 
there, Can you beat it? Matty left 
and went to Norfolk, Va. He signed 
with Norfolk for a salary of $70 a 
month.

Hamilton Fish Jr, has been one 
of the most striking figures at /Har- 
vard University, on account of ‘his 
athletic and academic attainments and 
also on account of the singular class 
trouble of which he was ithe storm 
centre, 

He came to Harvard from the ex- 
clusive St. Mark’s school in 1906 and 
was received into the most restricted 
undergraduate clubs as sson:as he 
was eligible for them. -He “made” 
tthe Porcellian, Sphinxj»Institute of 
1770 and the D. K. E., or “Dickey,” 
as it is generally known. 

From the start ‘Fish excelled in 
athletics and in study, a combination 
found so rarely that it attracts notice. 
He practically completed his academic 
course in three years, as was shown 
by the Harvard employment office 
considering him midway in his senior 
year, as competent to tutor a pros- 
pective student. 

In his freshman year, Tish made 
the varsity team as tackle. In_ his 
second year he abandoned football 
and took up rowing on account of ithe 
three-year rule which prevented a man 
from putting all his college years in 
one sport. : 

In his junior year Tish returned to 
the football team, played on: ’var- 
sity, and also made the all-American 
team. At the close of the football 
season 1908 J‘ish was elected captain 
of-the 1909 football eleven.

Some Interesting Stories That Were 
Told When Three Old-Timers 
: Met 


MASSACRE AT FROG LAKE. 


Of Which W: B Cameron was a Survivor 
—His Reunion With Sheriff Young 
“Clarence Loasby 


Lethbridge Herald: One. of the 
most interesting reunions ever re- 
corded | in) history or’ fiction’ ‘took 
place here ar the home of Sher- 
iff’ Young Jas; week, when two! of 
his. companions in the stirring times 
of the Rebellion of 1885 none of whom 
had met ‘since the conclusion-of the 
outbreak, were by a remarkable co- 
incidence brought*together again. 
Sheriff Young, a3 is known to many 
here, served in the Battleford nintieth 
at that time; William’ B, Cameron, 
now editor of the Vermilion Sig- 
nal, at one time in the employ cof the 
Itudson’s Bay at Frog Lake, and a 
prisoner in the camp at Big Bear for 
two monchs after the massacre at that 
place. in company with another man 
named. Simpson, the only two spared 
alive ja that memorable disaster and 
Clarence Loasby, train master az Sir- 
dar, B-C., at the time of the outbreak 
wz unted police stationed at 
about fifte:n miles from 
Frog Lake, were thrown-together here

The Frog Lake Massacre 


Jt was a remark in defence of the 
famous old Indian, Big Bear, ‘that led 
to the inquiry of the details of the 
Frog Lake Massacre, of which Mr. 
Cameron was an eye witness. Like 
the men of his kind who have passed 
through great and stirring times who 
have been here from the first, he spoke 
with few words and in a casua! wav 
that is the custom of those who;have 
faced death in a hundred forms and 
Taughed, 

_"The beginning was a long one,” 
he said, “and due to the restless spirit 


-of Big Bear, and his band of outlawed 


brutal followers. He himself was an 
Indian of remarkable ability. He was 
great as anorator and a strategian. 
If he had been a white man he might 


have been a statesman or a politician 


of the first order. He refused re- 
peatedly under pressure from the fed- 
eral authorities to settle his band up- 
on a reserve, saying always that this 
or that location did not suit, and ask- 
ing time to look for a more favorabie 
one, afl the time demanding and gen- 
erally getting rations from the gov- 
ernment stores. It was shortly be- 
fore the outbreak of the rebellion at 
Duck Lake that he came to the Frog 
Lake reserve on a visit with peaceful 
intentions apparently. When the news 
of the outbreak reached Fort Pitt, at 
which ooint a small detachmen:. of 
police were stationed, some half doz- 
en men were sent at. once to Frog 
Lake to aid the townspeople should 
any sign of uneasiness be shown by 
the Indians. No trouble was art:ci- 
pated, however, as it was not prob- 
able that 3ig Bear or any of his band 
had yet received word of the Rebel- 
lion, The townspeople, howeve- 
thought that the appearance of the 
police migh: tend to rouse the an- 
tagonism and suspicion of the In- 
Early in the morning of Good 
Friday, April 2, a meeting was call- 
ed and it was decided to send the 
police back. | Later in the morning, 
after they had left, when the popula- 
tion of the village was in church, the 
Indians congregated in the village and 
boisterously ordered the people out of 
the church, Then when they were 
huddled together defenceless in front 
of the church, Wandering Spirit the 
spokesman of the band, and an In- 
dian of the blackest and most malig- 
nant sort, ordered provisions from 
the stores for a big feast of the camp. 
The supplies were brought after some 
demurring, but Wandering Spirit was 
not satisfied. They must proceed to 
the camp and join in the feast. The 
majority started to comply witn the 
request, all but one Tom Quinn, a 
haifbreed, who apparently had some 
wind of their intentions from his In- 
dian wife, who Hatly refused to go. 
He was threatened but held firm to 
his answer. Wandering Spirit load- 
ed his gun and said in Cree, “Quinn,

Cameron a Prisoner 

Camerow and “Old Man Simpson,” 
as he was called, both in the Hudson's 
Bay empivy, were spared and taken 
to the camp aud carefully guarded. 
It: was the duty of Cameron to write 
the letters to the Canadian army | at 
Big Bear's dictation, and: the duty of 
Simpson to deliver them as an, envoy. 
During his stayin the camp he said 
he many a night went to his tent 
without a morsel of food... He could 
not bring himself to join in the dog 
feasts which the Indians delighted in 
and many an excuse he perpetrated to 
evade this celebration. 


Took Himself Apart 


Of the other man Old Man Simps- 
on, Mr. Young told a most amusing 
story that illustrates the superstition 
of the Indian. A boasting young band 
of braves had come into the’ store 
and were going to mix things up when 
Simpson (who had a glass eye) said, 
“See here. I’m going ta show you 
something, I’m going to take myself 
apart.’ With that he took out his glass 
eye and laid it on the counter. The 
Indians gazed in perfect dewilder- 
ment. It was wonderful. Simpson 
grasped his right arm in his left and 
began slowly -twisting and jerking at 
at. It was too much. With a yell 
of horrified dismay they made for the 
door. A man who could take out his 
eyes was a man to be feared. 


Mr. Loasby’s Story 


But while Mr. Cameron was in thé 
camp of Big Bear there were others 
outside most anxious to get a chance 
to come up with the massacring band 
and exact puniShment for the terrible 
act. Among these. was Clarence 
Loasby, who was at Fort Pitt-on the: 
day of the massacre. He told the 
story of an experience that is not soon 
forgotten. 

“When we got back to the © Fort 
from Frog Lake we were naturally 
very anxious about things back there 
and when two days had passed and no- 
thing had been heard of them we be- 
gan to fear that something had ‘hap- 
pened. J persuaded the captain to let 
me and another man Cowan go out 
and do a little scouting. We rode as 
far as the camp but found it deserted, 
and when turning back we saw the 
whole band making towards us on 
either sides of the rising ground. 
When about half a mile from there I 
got a bullet in my back. It passed 
right through me, and they after- 
wards found t in my stocking. I felt 
sick and faint, but kept on.- There was 
an Indian named Lone Man, whom | 
knew quite well, following me ahead 
of the crowd. He fired and the bullet 
hit me in the thigh, going through the 
fleshy part of my leg as U sat in the 
saddle. The wounds were. bleeding 
profusely. I could hardly retain my 
seat but was making fast for the gate 
of the fort when he fired again, bring- 
ing down my horse. The next mo- 
ment he was upon me. I was con- 
scious and felt him roll me over on 
my back. With a slash of his knife 
he cut my revolver loose and sprang 
back on his horse. Then I could 
hear shots, and thought that it was 
still Lone Man trying to kill me, al- 
though I afterwards found that it was 
the men in the fort, who had seen the 
incident and were firing after him 
as he retreated. When I found that 
he had gone I got up and staggered 
to the fort. I told them what had 
happened up till the Jast when every- 
thing was black and for four days I 
didn’: know a thing. Cowan, my 
partner, was shot in the breast and 
fell From his horse. When the In- 
dians came up he was still alive and 
shouted to them in Cree, “Don’t kill 
me, brothers.” 

They took every stitch of clothing 
from his body and as he was stand- 
ing there one Indian held his gun up 
to his head and fired, killing him in- 
stantly. He was afterwards hornbly 
mutilated, as we found on going back 
to the place where his body was ly- 
ing.” ; 

Mr. Loasby lay for nine days with- 
out having his clofhes removed or 
his wounds dressed, the Indians press- 
ing the fort hard all the time until 
the detachment removed across the 
river and floated down to Battleford 
in an open boat. When they, reached 
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you-go.. When you say no, you mean 
it, but if you. don’t go I shoot you.”

“By the way,” Mr. Cameron. said, 
when he had finished his story, “I got 
a letter from Lone Man just the other 
day.

It was 
signed Sam Johnson, and I couldn’t 
make out; who it was at first. ‘The 


will remember me as you were with 
me in the camp of Big Bear. I used 
to be called Lone Man then, but my 
right name is Sam Johnson.” It ended 
with the usual appeal for a loan of 
money. Every Indian in that camp 
claims to have saved my life at some 
time or other and come on me now 
when they’re hard up, 
The Murdered Man Turns Up 


“There was a remarkable — thing 
about the trial of Lone Man for the 
murder of Mr. Loasby after the re- 
bellion was over. He was being tried 
at’ Regina and claimed that he knew 
Loasby was not dead at the time, al- 
though the Indians said when he 
came back from the chase that he 
remarked, “I’ve killed my best 
friend.” They didn’t believe it, and 
to convince them he went back for the 
scalp but found the body gone. He 
had not concluded his story when Mr. 
Loasby walked into the court room. 
The Indians recognized him at once. 
He got five years in the penitentiary 
and had his hair cut ioff, a disgrace 
that an Indian finds hard to bear.” 

A Dry Repast 

There were stories of incidents be- 
fore and-after the outbreak that one 
seldom hears first hand and is inclined 
to discredit as the product of an 
imaginative story teller, but these 
were not idle tales but little bits of 
the life that they. all lived and took 
it» as. it came. ‘They were re- 
called as men recall the pranks of 
schoolboy days. 

One asked if Little Poplar, another 
Indian who figured in the massacre 
had ever been heard .of since. Sher- 
iff Young remarked that he had been 
shot in Montana‘and went on to tell of 
a trick that he and another young man 
had put upon him. Little Poplar had 
come into the camp-hunery as a bear 
and they made a bet that hecouldn’t 
eat.a'pound of biscuits dry. The In- 
dian’s eye fairly gleamed at the pros- 
pect. It. was something that he'd 
very much like to try. The biscuits 
were produced and Little Poplar go: 
down to work. He hadn't made much 
of an inroad into the pile when he 
began to find considerable difficulty 
in swallowing, and long before the 
pound was finished the Indian had to 
give up and called for a drink. 


Then there was Poundmaker, a not- 
able figure among the tribes in the 
north. “He was an Indian of the real 
Fenimore Cooper style,” ‘Mr. Loasby 
said, “‘a fine noble looking fellow that 
recalled ‘the old:stories of the Iroquois. 
He had died at Gleichen a few years 
ago.” 

An Indian Joke. 


Sheriff Young told a most amusing 
story of two young braves. who were 
going in for a big time in Battleford 
in the days following the rebellion 
at the expense of a very correct and 
conceited officer for whom the In- 
dians had no use. He was riding down 
the street in a very dignified: manner 
when the young Indians charged up 
from either side with white umbrellas 
closed, pointing to the ground. When 
they reached his horse's side, a power- 
ful spirited charger, up went the um- 
brellas and the colonel’s horse follow- 
ed suit. There was a mad plunge and 
the rider went up in the air and light- 
ed pretty’ heavily in the dust. To 
make matters worse several of the 
band came up and started shooting up 
the place. There was a wild celebra- 
tion at the success of the stunt but} 
the officer's dignity was the only Chine| 
seriously damaged. ‘Mr. Young was 
standing near by at the time, he said, 
enjoying the fun-immensely. 

‘The Hanging. 

Mr. Young and Mr. Cameron were 
both on the jury that convicted ten of/ 
the Indians implicated in the Frog | 
Lake massacre of murder. Two of | 
them got a reprieve to a life sentence. ! 
On the night before the hanging there 
was a big dance all night long in 
Battleford and they went from there 
directly to the hanging. Mr. Young 
said that he measured out the rope 
for the Indians and did it in good 
grace too. A scaffold was-~built for 
four at a time, but the Indians about 
showed signs of uneasiness and the 
whole eight were bunched on the 
scaffold and hanged at once. 
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‘circumstances they. last: parted. 


An Amusing Situation. 

He recalled an incident some years 
before the rebellion when he came 
around the corner ‘of a house and 
found Loasby sitting on the ground 
in. front of an old) Indian named 
Horse... Loasby was telling him-a very 
funny, story, at the same time holding 
in front of the Indian’s face a keen- 
edged axe, drawing it carefully up and 
down in front of-his nose. The situa- 
tion was a strange combination of the 
grave and gay and immensely funny 
to everybody but the Indian, who did- 
n’t seem to appreciate the keen edge of 
Loasby’s wit quite as much as the on- 
lookers. 

Has Middleton’s Hat. 


He recalled also an Indian’ named 
_immie Short who used to walk around 
the streets of Battleford very proud of 
a.most magnificent piece of headgear. 
When asked where he had got ft he 
said that he had got it at Batoche. 
It was. General Middleton’s hat. He 
had got scared and lost his hat, he 
said, and the Indian, with the failing 
of his race, appropriated the gaudy 
adornment to his own person. 

Revisits the Battlefield. 

He told of going back to the scene 
of the battle at Cut Knife some eight 
years after the rebellion and there 
he picked up the skull of an Indian 
which he recognized at once. Be- 
tween the eyes was a small round 
hole. -He recalled how in the fight 
an Indian had galloped up to one of 
the gunners, swinging an immense 
club filled with screws at the end. 
The gunner grasped the club from 
his, hand and. struck the Indian be- 
tween the eyes, killing him instantly. 

On his way back he came up with 
an old Indian who told him that he 
had been in the battle and ‘that he 
had been shot,in the calf of the leg 
and had lost his ‘horse. Mr. Young 
recalled the circumstance at once and 
showed him, much to his astonish- 
ment, the horse that he had been ‘rid- 
ing in the battle, then in his posses- 
sion. 

These were the men who had helped 
to make history, men who had been 
eye witnesses of the battles and dis- 
asters of the memorable times. It was’ 
their life and they took it as they 
took all things in those days, as a 
matter of fact! There were acts of 
heroism that they thought.no more of 
telling about than any of the trivial 
details of most men’s lives. 

It was a meeting that none had an- 
ticipated and all the more enjoyable 
on that account, and a truly remark- 
able one when we consider in what

ANOTHER SCOTT ACT 


Introduced in the Senate by the Framer of 
Original Measure 


Ottawa, Jan. 26—Sir Richard Scott 
introduced a bill in the Senate yester- 
day to regulate the transportation of 
intoxicating liquors, which forbids any 
transportation company or individual 
to carry. liquor into any — province, 
county, city or municipality which has 
declared for prohibition, for use in 
such places. An exception is made al- 
lowing an individual to bring liquor to 
the amount of five gallons for his own 
use. There is another exception in 
favor of provinces to enable liquor 
to be taken in for sale under medical 
prescription or for industrial pur- 
poses.

Rev. Dr. Chown was a‘visitor to 
the. Parliament Buildings yesterday, 
and called upon Premier: Rutherford 
in reference to steps which are be- 
ing taken by the province in the di- 
rection of temperance and moral re- 
form. ‘He was informed by the Pre- 
mier that the province of Alberta has 
taken the lead in establishing farms 
in connection with jails and prisons. 
The Lethbridge jail site is on a half- 
section of land which will in time be 
cultivated by the prisoners. 

Interviewed by The Capital on the 
subject this morning the Premier 
stated that it was the intention to ul- 
timately have a jail in’ each of the 
five judicial districts, namely, Edmon- 
ton, Calgary, Lethbridge, Macleod and 
Wetaskiwin. In connection with each 
of these jails farms would be conduct- 
ed conjointly, the idea being to en- 
deavor to win those confined in the 
prison back to good citizenship.

A Brain Specialist in Philadelphia 
Makes a Surprising State- 
ment 

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 25—Dr. Ed- 
ward A. Spitzka, brain specialist of 
the Jefferson Medical College, declar- 
ed at a meeting of the Protestant 
Episcopal Clerical brotherhood ‘that 
“murder and suicide are at times jus- 
tifiable.” 

‘His assertion, which caused a sen- 
sation, was made in reply to ques- 
tions put by a clergyman after listen- 
ing to an address by Dr. Spitzka. 

“There are times when murder, and 
even suicide, appeal to a normal mind 
as justifiable, breaking no law, and 
perhaps as the only human way out 
of a horrible situation,” said Dr. Spitz-

ka. ake, for instance, a soldier who 


is to be hanged as a spy or mutilated 


by a barbarous foe. He knows there 


is no escape and, armed with a wea- 
pon, kills himself. I think this case 
is justifiable suicide. 

Physician Has Hard Problem. 


“Now in answer to the other ques- 
tion. ‘Is tthe taking or ending of a 
human life ever justified? Aside from 
legal homicide, such. as an electro- 
cution. the physician sometimes 15 
confronted with the problem of sav- 
ing a human being unmentionable tor- 
ture by giving a grain of morphine. 

“Take a railroad accident.. The phy- 
sician is face to face with a human 
being penned under a train and suf- 
fering agony. One grain of morphia 
will end it all. It is not uncommon 
for a physician to have to face this 
situation, and 1 will say that under 
some circumstances he is justified 
in using his judgment and giving re- 
lief in the semblance of death to the 
sufferer.” Mechs *

Would Let Incurables Die. 

(Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 25—Dr. Wil- 
liam Townsend Porter, professor. of 
philosophy at Harvard, has enunciated 
the theory that hopelessly unfit hu- 
mans should he allowed to die in or- 
der that the money devoted to charity 
he used to save the hopefuls, It fol- 
lows that he is denounced as a cold- 
blooded scientist and as un-Christian. 

The theory was advanced at the 
weekly lecture before the Harvard 
Medical School, where Dr. Porter has 
held his chair for seventeen years, The 
doctor modified his position a ‘little 
today, but. practically reiterated his 
belief in the survival, under present 
conditions, of the fittest. 

“The most pressing problem is what 
shall we make of the present con- 
ditions? The first main problem we 
have to consider is in regard to the 
relieving of distress,” said Dr. Porter. 
“It is evident there is not money 
enough to go around. And it is evi- 
dent equally that it is desirable to 
spend money on a thing from which 
we get the most value. 

“Tt may seem cruely but when a 
person gets to that point where he 
is physically unfit for life, the most 
economical thing for a community is 
not to give him relief.”

HORSE RAISING 
AND GAMBLING 


Dr. Rutherford Thinks Latter, at 
Racetracks is Necessary to En- 
courage Industry 


Before the committee at Ottawa, 
which is investigating the question of 
race-track gambling, ithe first witness 
heard was Dr. Rutherford, Veterinary 
and. Live Stock 
Ixamined by Dr. 


Director-General 
Commissioner. 

Moss, he stated that thoroughbred 
horses were the foundation of light 
horse breeding. The light horses of 
Canada, American itrotiimg horses, 
‘Hackneys, various ‘breeds of coach 
horses used for hunting and military 
horses all derived their best qualities 
from the thoroughbred. ‘he German, 
French and Italian governments had 
spent large sums of money to import 
English thoroughbreds to improve 
their military horses, while Australia 
and New Zealand used the thorough- 
bred very largely for breeding, with 
the result that the Waler horse was in 


great demand. When British remount 


officers came to Canada to secure 


horses for South’ Africa ithey were 
much disappointed with the qualities 
of the light horses, and were not able 
to buy as many as they would other- 


wise have done. Canada was a suit- 


able country for breeding light horses, 
British remount officers purchased | 
113,000 horses and mules in the United 
States, and also bought a large num- 
ber.in Austro-Hungary, Argentina and 
other countries. If the ‘Transvaal 
had been a sovereign power they 
would not ‘have been allowed to pur- 
chase horses, except in British terri- 
tory, or in that of an ally or friendly 
nation, with the result that the 800,000 
horses used up in the war would not 
have been available and the Empire 
would have been seriously crippled, 
in his opinion. They could not navel 
the thoroughbred horses ,as he was 
today unless they raced him, because 
in the course of one or two genera- 
tions if he was not engaged in contests 
he would lose his courage, speed and 
quality, in which the thoroughbred 
stood pre-eminent, Without racing 
the thoroughbred would soon become 
soft and ornamental. 

To Mr. Leighton McCarthy, Dr. 
Rutherford stated ithat 29 or 4o per 
cent. of the thoroughbred stallions | 
that came to Canada were imported ' 
by men not directly interested in 
Canada, ‘but the racetrack was the 
place where pre-eminence of the sire 
was’ ascertained.’ He was satisfied 
that if'race metings ‘were stopped it 
would have a damaging effect. 

Asked: ‘by ‘Mr.’McColl whether he 
considered betting on race-tracks 
necessary to the success of horse- 
racing asa sport, Dr. Rutherford re- 
plied that he thought it was. A very 
great number of people who went to 
the races liked to take a little interest 
in the contest by betting upon it, and 
if the opportunity were 
the number of people attending race 
meetings would be very largely dimin- 
ished, and if the gate money was 
diminished, the purses offered would 
be decreased. ‘The stoppage of betting 
in New York and other states had not 
only affected horse-racing as a sport, 
but it chad led to the closing of a 
number of breeding establishments. 
Dr. Rutherford said he would strong- 
ly favor the: confining of betting to 
racetracks, and. during the time of 
racing, and he was of opinion that 
the number of days devoted ito racing 
should be reduced. 

Replying to Mr. Raney. Dr. Ruther- 
ford said the did not think that book- 
making was necessary to the mainten- 
ance of. ‘horse-breeding, but he 
thought some form of public betting 
was desirable in:addition to the 
privilege of betting privately. 


In reply to the chairman the wit- 
ness said he thought the length of the 
races should be increased, and also 
the weights: ‘ 

Mr, Blain asked what change Dr. 
Rutherford would suggest in the law. 

Dr. Rutherford—I. would! suggest 
the Pari-mutual or French’ system. I 
think it ds the best and fairest; while 
it eliminates the ‘professional book- 
maker.

Winnipeg, January 27—The con- 
tract for the erection of the Canadian 
Pacific bridge over the South Sas- 
katchewan river at Outlook, Sask., was 
let by Wm. Whyte, of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, this week, and as a 
result another addition to the great 
bridge structures of western Canada 
will be made this year. 

The South

look is wider than is commonly sup- 


Saskatchewan at 
posed, and the new bridge will be Soo 
feet longer and as high as the high 


level bridge at Edmonton, on which 


work will also be commenced this} 


spring. 

The structure at Outlook will be 
a little more than 3,000 feet in length 
and will be 146 feet in height. It will 
have 106 piers and pedestels, and the 
conerete work will rise above the high 
water mark of the stream. 

The bridge will be a combined rail- 
way and general traffic structure, ac- 
cording to the present agreement. The 
details of this arrangement ‘have not 
yet been completed. The traffic at- 
tachment will be beneath the railway 
bridge and will be twenty feet wide. 
It is expected that the bridge will be 
ready for use at the close of the sum- 
mer. The contract for its’ erection 
wasi secured by the J, D. McArthur 
Co., Limited.
